Gentlemen, 

I have  the  privilege  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1947. 

No  doubt  you  would  wish  me  to  place  on  record  an 
appreciation  of  the  long  and  devoted  service  rendered  to  the 
Rural  District  by  Dr.  W.  Bertram  Hill,  as  your  Medical  Officer 
ov  Health  from  1914  to  1947.  During  this  period  remarkable 
advances  in  Public  Health  throughout  the  country  were 
achieved,  and  the  sanitary  conditions  and  vital  statistics  of 
the  District  steadily  improved.

The  health  of  the  District  during  1947  was  good  on  the 
whole,  and  the  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease 
remained  low.  Although  an  outbreak  of  Poliomyelitis  was 
widespread  throughout  the  country  in  the  latter  half  of  1947, 
only  one  case  occurred  in  the  District. 

The  Vital  Statistics  for  the  District  were  satisfactory  and, 
with  the  exception  of  1945,  the  Birth  Rate  was  the  highest  for 
twenty  years- 

A comparative  table  of  the  vital  statistics  from  the  two 
quinquennial  periods  up  to  1939  and  the  war  period  is  included 
in  the  Report  and  shows  that,  with  the  exception  of  the  cancer 
death  rate,  there  was  no  obvious  deterioration  during  the  war 
period. 

As  in  other  parts  of  the  country,  the  provision  of  more 
and  better  houses  is  a problem  of  primary  importance  and, 
although  the  achievement  of  the  Council  is  very  creditable  under 
the  circumstances,  a reference  to  the  summary  of  the  recent 
Housing  Survey  shows  how  much  still  remains  to  be  done. 
Every  effort  is  made  to  alleviate  the  discomfort  under  which 
many  live,  by  repair  work. 

The  extension  of  piped  water  supplies  and  the  implemen- 
tation of  certain  schemes  for  sewage  disposal  will  do  much  to 
improve  the  sanitary  amenities  of  the  District. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Members 
and  Officials  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation  and 
consideration  during  1947.

SELECTION  OF  TENANTS  FOR  COUNCIL  HOUSES  : 

The  Council  exercises  great  care  in  the  selection  of  tenants 
and  every  effort  is  made  to  give  consideration  to  each  indi- 
vidual case.  The  “ points  ” system  is  not  in  operation.  All 
applicants  are  reviewed  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  the 
residence  of  each  applicant  is  visited,  so  that  the  facts  can 
be  checked  and  the  actual  conditions  observed.  The  facts  are 
placed  before  the  Council,  who  then  select  the  tenants. 
Preference  is  given  to  (1)  Large  families  living  in  overcrowded 
conditions  ; (2)  Young  married  couples  who  have  not  had  a 
home  of  their  own  ; (3)  Families  living  in  unfit  houses. 


HOUSING  REPAIRS  : 

No  systematic  inspection  of  houses  is  being  undertaken, 
but  in  many  cases,  and  particularly  where  complaints  are 
received  from  tenants,  the  owners  are  pressed  to  carry  out 
the  necessary  repairs  The  response  is  as  satisfactory  as 
conditions  will  permit.

WATER  SUPPLY 


Only  136  houses  in  the  District  are  without  a water  supply 
from  the  public  mains  and  almost  all  these  houses  are  long 
distances  from  the  mains.  The  Council  have  in  preparation 
a scheme  to  supply  water  to  the  farms  and  other  houses  on 
Swinefleet,  Reedness  and  Whitgift  Common. 

This  scheme  will  be  very  costly,  requiring  many  miles  of 
mains  to  supply  a comparatively  few  houses.  The  scheme  is 
planned  to  supply  water  to  56  houses  in  this  very  important 
agricultural  area. 

All  the  twelve  schools  in  the  District  have  a piped  water 
supply. 


SEWERAGE  & SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Three  of  the  schemes  mentioned  in  the  Annual  Report 
for  1948,  i.e.,  Airmyn,  Hook,  Snaith  and  Cowick,  are  being 
placed  before  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 


SCAVENGING 

The  whole  of  the  villages  are  scavenged  by  the  Council. 
Two  motor  vehicles  are  occupied  full  time  on  the  work,  each 
with  a driver  and  two  loaders. 

The  refuse  is  deposited  at  refuse  tips  at  Snaith,  Rawcliffe, 
Hook,  Swinefleet  and  Whitgift. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES 


There  are  no  offensive  trades  carried  on  in  the  District. 
A business  of  “ tripe-dressing  ” was  formerly  carried  on  at 
Hook,  but  has  now  been  discontinued. 


SLAUGHTER  HOUSES 

Although  there  are  seven  private  slaughter  houses  in  the 
District,  all  slaughtering  has  been  carried  out  at  the  Goole 
Borough  Abattoir  from  the  outbreak  of  war  in  1939  up  to  the 
present  time. 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER 

There  are  61  registered  cowkeepers  in  the  District,  and 
the  number  of  cows  is  approximately  360.  During  the' year 
76  inspections  were  made. 
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
